INCIDENT: 

On-call Internal Affairs Bureau personnel (Sgt. Mark Lopez) assumed the handle on a 
force investigation after learning Suspect Alan Duvea sustained a fracture to his right 
elbow when he was taken to the ground while resisting Deputies m and Celaya. 
Sergeant King of Compton Station conducted the preliminary investigation into this case. 


On July 13, 2012, at 2147 hours Compton Station received a family disturbance call for 
service. The anonymous informant of the call stated a male Black adult broke into an 
apartment and was throwing things out. He was arguing with a female; possible fight 
pending. 


IAB Note: For photos of location and further details regarding call the call 
for service, see a copy of incident record, Tag #191, refer to Exhibit A. 


The call was assigned to Deputies EN EJ and Tina Torres ШШ 
(282D1/P). Deputies ШШШ SEEN and Ernest Celaya ЕШШ (287D/P) 
were assigned the assist on the call. Deputie: and Celaya arrived on scene first and 
heard some yelling coming from inside apartment f the location given. They 
knocked at the door and Suspect Allen Duvea answered. According to deputies and 
Witness MM thc WWW Suspect Duvea was loud, agitated and 
cursed at the deputies for being there. DeputylJ tried to explain their reason for being 
there but Suspect Duvea continued to curse loudly. The deputies asked Suspect Duvea 
to step outside several times but he did not comply. After approximately 30 seconds, 
Deputy Hiobserved Suspect Duvea raise his left arm up on the door frame and make a 
fist. Deputies were not comfortable with the stance Suspect Duvea took. The deputies 
stated they did not know if Suspect Duvea was about to assault one of them or was he 
trying to hide something inside the house. 
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Deputy Mill grabbed a hold of Suspect Duvea's right wrist and Deputy Celaya grabbed 
Suspect Duvea's left wrist. Suspect Duvea initially stepped outside with the deputies 
and after several steps, he stopped and flailed his arms and became rigid. The deputies 
immediately took Suspect Duvea to the ground. Deputyllient Suspect Duvea down 
and held his right arm and rode him to the ground utilizing his body weight. Deputy 
Celaya held onto Suspect Duvea’s left wrist and took him to the ground. Once on the 
ground, Suspect Duvea put up very little resistance and was quickly handcuffed by 
Deputy |. | Suspect Duvea was then walked to the patrol car. According to Deputy 

Suspect Duvea could have hit his right elbow and both knees on the cement when 
he was taken down to the ground. 


Deputies MW and Torres arrived on scene approximately four minutes after 
Deputies ind Celaya. Upon their arrival, Suspect Duvea was in the back seat of 
Deputy patrol car. The responding deputies did not witness any force used by 
Deputy and Deputy Celaya. Deputies] and Celaya attempted to notify Sergeant 
Matthew King of the force used. They both stated they tried to make contact with 
Sergeant King over L-Tac frequency but they did not get a response from him. So they 
decided to drive to Compton Station and notify him there. They did not attempt to 
contact him over the Dispatch frequency or by utilizing the desk. 


Deputy WWW conducted a domestic violence investigation and determined there 
was по crime. They did however arrest Suspect Duvea for being under the influence of 
controlled substance (stimulant/Phencyclidine), 11550H/S. Suspect Duvea was 
transported to Compton Station by Deputies MW and Torres for an arrest review 
by their supervisor, prior to taking him to the hospital for an okay to book. Suspect 
Duvea was subsequently transported to Memorial Hospital of Gardena by Deputies 

and Torres. At the hospital, Deputy [EEE took photos of Suspect 
Duvea’s injuries. For photo copies of Suspect Duvea’s injuries refer to Exhibit B. 


Deputies MW and Torres wrote an incident report. Deputies ага Celaya 
wrote supplemental reports. All their reports are included with this case as Exhibit C. 


On June 4, 2013, | contacted y cell phone. She stated she was still 
living at in Compton. | informed her, | would like to 
interview her and Suspect Duvea who was not home at the time. She stated she would 
be available later that week. 


On June 5, 2013, Deputy MW was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant 
Mark Lopez. Deputy) stated on July 13, 2012, he and his partner (Deputy 
Torres) arrived on scene after the force was used; therefore, they did not witness any 
force used by Deputies [27] and Celaya. 
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On June 7, 2013, | went to the incident location to try and interview Suspect Duvea and 


Witness Witness MM told me Suspect Duvea 
and Witness had moved out on June 5, 2013. Witness MN stated she was 


not given any notice or any forwarding address.

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EMPLOYEE WITNESS: 

Sergeant Matthew King, ШЕШШ was interviewed on June 05, 2013, at 1502 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Mark Lopez. The interview was conducted at Internal 

Affairs Bureau. The interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The following is a 
summary of his interview. For his verbatim interview see his transcribed interview which 
is included with this case. 


Sergeant King stated he was first aware of the force incident when Deputies Mill and 
Celaya came to him at Compton Station. Sergeant King stated during the time of the 
incident he was at Compton Station giving Early Morning shift briefing. During briefing 
he remembered our Department K-9 unit was giving training and he was monitoring the 
Dispatch frequency so he would not have heard the deputies trying to get a hold of him on 
L-Tac. 


Sergeant King stated he was surprised deputies left the scene of the force location. 
Sergeant King used words like “irregular”, “unusual.” He said that's something that 
shouldn't happen but is understandable. He said it happens from time-to-time. It may 
have been fine for the circumstances. 


Sergeant King stated he interviewed Suspect Duvea on video at Compton Station. He 
remembered Suspect Duvea complaining he was hurt. Sergeant King stated Suspect 
Duvea mentioned his knees were injured and he wanted immediate medical attention. 
Sergeant King stated during the interview Suspect Duvea appeared to be under the 
influence of alcohol or a stimulant at the time. Sergeant King based his observations on 
Suspect Duvea's slurred speech and the fact he could not stay on track during their 
conversation. 


Sergeant King did not go to the hospital but he knows Suspect Duvea was immediately 
transported to the hospital after his interview. Sergeant King did roll back to the incident 
location and located two witnesses and interviewed them on video tape.

alcohol and got into a verbal argument. Suspect Duvea wanted to move his couch out of 
the apartment but would not let him. They became loud and a neighbor must 
have called the Sheriff. ИР гео to being loud but there was no physical assault 
on one another. 


Witness [stated three deputies were involved in the force incident. She 
described the first deputy as being White, tall, big and bald. She described the second 
deputy as being a short, female Black mixed with something else. She described the 
third deputy as a real nice male Hispanic who listened to her. Plllllstated the 
deputies were nice to her except for the big, White, bald deputy. 


Witness [stated Suspect Duvea answered the door and the deputies grabbed him 
and took him outside. ИИ гео she was approximately five to six feet from the 
deputies and Suspect Duvea when the deputies took him to the шш... stated 
Suspect Duvea resisted after the deputies used excessive force. stated the big, 
White, male deputy placed his knee in the back of Suspect Duvea for no reason. 
Sergeant King asked [EM if Suspect Duvea was handcuffed prior to the deputy 
placing his knee on his back. Mstated he was not handcuffed. Mi stated 
the deputies wrestled with Suspect Duvea but she did not see them punch him. She 
said, “They just subdued him like they supposed to do.” [said Suspect Duvea 
was complaining that he could not breathe. Ш said she told Suspect Duvea, “Stop 
resisting it's going to be okay.” MW tated she yelled for deputies to get off Suspect 
Duvea.

me, you're going to have to kill me." stated the deputies and Suspect Duvea were 
not on the ground long. She remembered the deputies handcuffing Suspect Duvea and 
getting him back to his feet and walking him to their patrol car. 


She 
stated they drink a lot and are always arguing.

Deputy — | | was interviewed on May 29, 2013, at 1537 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Mark Lopez and Dinah Grote. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy was represented by Attorney Erika 
Gurolla from Green & Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The 
following is a summary of his interview. For his verbatim interview see his transcribed 
interview which is included with this case. 


Deputy Mil told us he remembered he and his partner (Deputy Celaya) were one of the 
only units out in the field because of K-9 training that was going on back at the station. 
They responded to BEBE in Compton, regarding a 
possible domestic violence call for service. Upon their arrival Deputy PY heard loud 
yelling coming from apartmeni{ The yelling sounded as if was from an adult male. 
Deputy Mili stated he knocked on the door and identified himself. A few seconds later 
Suspect Duvea opened the door. Deputy lll stated Suspect Duvea was a large man 
who appeared to be sweating profusely and his clothes were disheveled. Deputy E 
noticed a female standing behind the suspect but he could not tell if she was hurt or not. 
Deputy m stated he told Suspect Duvea they were called to the location regarding a 
family disturbance call and he was there to make sure everything was okay. If 
everything checked out, they would be on their way. 


Deputy EN asked Suspect Duvea to step outside so he could pat him down for weapons. 
Suspect Duvea was belligerent, cursed at the two deputies, told them no one called them 
and they needed to leave. Suspect Duvea then raised his left arm up, balled his fist and 
rested it on the upper part of the door frame. He continued to be extremely angry and 
agitated. Deputy Wllstated he was concerned Suspect Duvea was under the influence 
of a narcotic and was taking a position to possibly assault him or his partner. Deputy BN 
stated after approximately 30 seconds he told Suspect Duvea to just step outside so they 
could talk; simultaneously, Deputy | reached for Suspect Duvea's right wrist and 
guided Suspect Duvea outside as his partner did the same with Duvea's left wrist. 


Suspect Duvea initially cooperated and stepped outside. After approximately two to 
three steps, Deputy E stated he could feel Suspect Duvea tense up and swing his arms 
back and forth in order to break free of the hold the deputies had on his wrists. Deputy 
Wl stated he quickly grabbed a hold of Suspect Duvea's upper body and used his own 
body weight to ride Suspect Duvea to the ground.  Deputy| bent Suspect Duvea 
forward. The suspect's knees went down first and then the suspect was pushed onto his 
stomach. Deputy Mllbtated Suspect Duvea could have possibly landed on his right 
elbow to try and break his fall but he did not witness that happen. When Suspect Duvea 
was on the ground, he became cooperative and stopped resisting. The suspect then 
allowed the deputies to handcuff him without further incident. 
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Deputy |. Бас he and his partner helped Suspect Duvea to his feet. Deputy Celaya 
escorted the suspect to their patrol car so Deputy Hil could deal with Suspect Duvea’s 
girlfriend MW ho became verbally abusive. Deputy J immediately 
handcuffed her and walked her to his patrol car. Deputy lll stated apologized 
for her behavior and stood by until the second unit arrived and contacted her regarding 
the family disturbance call. 


When the handling unit (Deputies MW and Torres) arrived, Deputy [i assisted 
them in clearing the apartment. Upon entering the apartment, Deputy noticed some 
furniture had been turned over and there was a strong chemical odor coming from inside 
the apartment. Deput lll assisted in trying to locate the source of the chemical odor 
but did not locate anything. 


Deputy IN stated he was happy MW Deputy Celaya reacted quickly and assisted 
in the team takedown of Suspect Duvea. Deputylfelt their quick takedown ended the 
need to use additional force. 


Deputy m stated he tried several times to contact Sergeant King over L-Tac to inform 
him of the force that occurred. Sergeant King did not respond to Deputy Mill adio 
traffic. Deputy E decided because Sergeant King was possibly in training (K-9), it 
would be faster to drive to the station and inform him there, so he did that. Deputy lI 
stated he made no attempt to contact Sergeant King over the Dispatch frequency or by 
utilizing the Desk personnel. 


Deputy stated Suspect Duvea was in his patrol car for a short period of time and did 
not complain of any injuries.

Deputy Ernest Celaya, ШШ was interviewed on May 29, 2013, at 1425 hours by 
Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeants Mark Lopez and Dinah Grote. The interview was 
conducted at Internal Affairs Bureau. Deputy Celaya was represented by Attorney Erika 
Gurolla from Green & Shinee. The interview was digitally recorded and transcribed. The 
following is a summary of his interview. For his verbatim interview see his transcribed 
interview which is included with this case 


Deputy Celaya said he and MEE Deputy B were assigned to assist 
Deputies and Torres, 287D1, on a family disturbance call m 
Compton. Deputy Celaya stated he and Deputy ere close to 
the location and asked 287D1 if they could make contact. They were given the approval 
to make contact. Deputy Celaya stated he and Deputy lll approached the apartment 


and knocked on the front door. Deputy Celaya stated Suspect Duvea answered the door 
and stated, "What the fuck do you guys want?" Deputy Celaya stated they explained to 
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Suspect Duvea they were there on a family disturbance call for service. Deputy Celaya 
said Suspect Duvea became more agitated, balled his fists and raised his left arm onto 
the door frame as to block them from seeing inside and take a position of aggression. 
Deputy Celaya observed that Suspect Duvea was sweating profusely and had a slight 
chemical odor emitting from his person. Deputy Celaya was asked if he knew why 
Suspect Duvea was angry. Deputy Celaya speculated Suspect Duvea may have been 
under the influence of phencyclidine because he had a strong chemical odor emitting 
from his person. 


Deputy Celaya stated they asked Suspect Duvea several times to step outside so they 
could conduct a quick investigation into the disturbance call. Suspect Duvea refused to 
move and continued to curse at them. Deputy Celaya stated based on the fact he felt 
Suspect Duvea may become assaultive, and the fact they needed to get inside to check 
the welfare of possible victims, he grabbed Suspect Duvea's left wrist; his partner 
grabbed Suspect Duvea's right wrist and walked him outside. Deputy Celaya stated they 
guided Suspect Duvea out approximately three feet from the apartment. Suspect Duvea 
stopped and began to twist and pull away from their grasp. Deputy Celaya stated it was 
hard to control him because he was sweating profusely. Deputy Celaya stated he and 
Deputy Mill both took Suspect Duvea to the ground. Deputy Celaya said he fell on the 
left side of Suspect Duvea. Deputy Celaya stated Suspect Duvea put up little resistance 
once he went to the ground. Suspect Duvea was quickly handcuffed and helped to his 
feet. Deputy Celaya stated they were on the ground for approximately five to ten 
seconds. Suspect Duvea was walked to the patrol car without any further incident. 


Deputy Celaya stated he called for a supervisor several times on L-Tac to inform him of 
the force used in this incident but the supervisor did not acknowledge his request. 
Deputy Celaya stated he informed Sergeant King at Compton Station of the force used in 
this incident. Deputy Celaya stated he made no attempt to contact Sergeant King over 
the Dispatch frequency or by utilizing the Desk personnel.

SUSPECT STATEMENT: 

Suspect Alan Duvea was interviewed on July 13, 2012, at 2300 hours at Compton Patrol 
Station by Sergeant Matthew King. The interview was video recorded and copies of the 
interview are included with this case in Exhibit F. The following is a summary of his 
interviews. Forhis verbatim interviews see his transcribed interviews which are included 
with this case. 
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Suspect Duvea said he was athis house. The police knocked on his door, he opened his 
door and he was snatched out of his house. He described one deputy as a bald, big, 
White guy; he described the second deputy as an even bigger male that was Hispanic. 
Suspect Duvea stated the two deputies grabbed him and slammed on the ground and 
"fucked" him up. 


Suspect Duvea complained of pain to his knees and requested medical attention. 
Suspect Duvea refused to allow Sergeant King the opportunity to video tape his injuries. 
Suspect Duvea denied drinking alcohol and denied using any narcotics. 


On July 14, 2012, at 0549 hours, Suspect Duvea was interviewed a second time at 
Compton Patrol Station by the Day Shift Watch Commander, Sergeant Douglas Iketani 
The interview was video recorded and copies of the interview are included 
with this case in Exhibit F. The following is a summary of his interviews. For his 
verbatim interviews see his transcribed interviews which are included with this case. 


Suspect Duvea stated the deputies knocked on his door. He opened the door and the 
deputies grabbed him by the neck, threw him on the ground and roughed him up. 
Suspect Duvea stated he sustained a broken elbow, sprained knees, a swollen left hand 
and a sore neck. 


Suspect Duvea stated he and his girlfriend (MN each had a can of “211” beer. He 
denied taking any narcotics that evening. 


SUSPECT INJURIES: 

Suspect Duvea sustained a small fracture to his right elbow and a sprained left knee. He 
complained of pain to his lower back and left hand. Не did not complain of any other pain 
orinjuries. For a copy of Suspect Duvea's patient medical record refer to Exhibit G. 


Suspect Duvea was treated at Memorial Hospital of Gardena and was approved for 
booking at Century Regional Detention Facility. The approval for booking paper work is 
included with this case in Miscellaneous Documents. 


On July 14, 2012, at 1330 hours, Internal Affairs Bureau Sergeant Laura Haynes 
contacted Dr. Christopher Bewley at Memorial Hospital of Gardena. Doctor Bewley 
stated his radiologist's x-rays show that Suspect Duvea sustained a fracture (small chip) 
on his right elbow and a sprain to his right knee. Doctor Bewley stated Suspect Duvea's 
injuries are consistent with a person falling on top of him. 
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DEPUTY PERSONNEL INJURIES: 
None 


PHYSICAL EVIDENCE: 
No physical evidence was collected at the scene. 


INVESTIGATORS' OBSERVATIONS: 
After the incident, Sergeant Lopez took digital photos of the scene during daylight hours 
where the use of force occurred. The photos are included with this case as Exhibit A.
